Report of the Narberth Branch of the 

Woman's Suffrage Party For 1916. 

On Tuesday, January 25, 1916, the 
Narberth Branch of the Woman's 
Suffrage Party met at the home of 
Mrs. Edwin Town to elect officers for 
the ensuing year. After the ballots 
were counted, the meeting was turn- 
ed over to the following newly-elect- 
ed officers: 

Mrs. Edward A. Muschamp, leader. 

Mrs. Walter I. Dothard, vice-leader. 

Mrs. Charles Verna, secretary. 

Mrs. William H. Pugh, Jr., treas- 
urer. 

It was arranged to hold the regular 
meetings on the first Friday of every 
month at the homes of different mem- 
bers, the meetings to begin at 3 P. 
M. Later it was decided to have 
outside speakers at alternate meet- 
ings, and at the other meetings the 
members should discuss questions of 
the State and National Governments. 
This plan was followed throughout 
the year. On an average, twenty 
members attended these regular 
meetings. 

'flic Year's Work. 

In accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from the State headquarters 
at Harrisburg, we celebrated National 
Suffrage Day on May 1st. A commit- 
tee of members was on duty at the 
station and distributed pansies to the 
men and daffodils to the women. 

At the primary election in May we 
served at the polls from 7 A. M. until 
7 P. M., giving out literature and se- 
curing signatures to yellow pledge 
slips. 

In June a Butterfly Garden Card 
Party was given, and the funds raised 
were used to help pay our county 
and State assessments. 

Our organization donated to the 
Tri-County Fete at Mrs. Feree Brin- 
ton's, St. David's, twenty-five pounds 
of candy. A number of card tables 
were also loaned by our members. 

When the time came for the Pres- 
idential election, our women did their 
usual publicity work at the polls. 

To complete the Narberth assess- 
ment of ninety-six dollars ($96), a 
successful vaudeville show was given 
on December 4th, which enabled us 
to meet all our expenses. 

As part of the year's work, two pe- 
titions were circulated, one to Hon. 
Henry Watson, representative from 
the Eighth Congressional District, 
and the other to the members of the 
State Legislature at. Harrisburg, urg- 
ing all these representatives to sup- 
port suffrage. A number of letters 
were also written to the members of 
the Judiciary Committee of the House 
of Representatives at Washington, 
and New Year's cards were sent to

Heretofore the payment of indem- 
noty by the Post Office Department 
has been restricted to irreparably 
damaged articles or parts of articles.

serviceable condition. 



A scientist kept goldfishes in a 
roomy tank and with plenty of food, 
but in absolute darkness. He kept it 
up for over three years, and then ob- 
served the modifications that had oc- 
curred in the fish. The color first 
became black, but after the second 
year it became golden again,, and the 
reason for this is interesting. In the 
first instance the dark pigment-cells 
spread out and covered up the sub- 
jacent layer of crystals which gives 
the goldfish its golden sheen. In the 
second instance the phagocytes de- 
voured the dark pigment-cells, and 
thus re-exposed the golden layer. 
The changes in the eye were even 
more interesting. The structure of the 
eye was completely altered. The fish 
became totally blind. The exper- 
iment suggests that an individual 
fish imprisoned in a perfectly dark 
Cave would become blind. But it does 
not throw any direct light on the 
origin of a blind race of fishes in 
caves.

Church, Miss Mildred Scott spoke of 
the work of the Federation of 
Churches along the Main Line, with 
special reference to the work in Nar- 
berth. There is a feeling among 
Main Line residents that we have no 
problems of poverty and bad housing, 
etc., and all that train of ills with 
which the cities have to deal. To a 
superficial observer this does seem to 
be true, but Miss Scott proved to us 
that we have exactly the same old 
problems but in different form. It 
is true that there are no crowded 
tenements, but there are huts and 
shacks along the railroad tracks and 
straggling on the outskirts of our 
prosperous communities, which come 
under no code of housing inspection. 
In Bryn Mawr, Ardmore and Nar- 
berth there are growing colonies 
from the foreign quarters of our 
nearby big city! children (not all of 
foreign parentage, either), are- com- 
ing to the public schools poorly cloth- 
ed and fed; people are appealing to 
1 various churches and individuals for 
relief — and they all need some kind 
of help. Now the cities, with their 
congested slums, have built up a net- 
work of all kinds of charitable socie- 
i ties, asylums and agencies whose 
; work is carried on efficiently by peo- 
i pie trained to do just that sort of 
'■ work. Our doctors and our clergy- 
men • who minister to our physical 
\ and our spiritual welfare are trained 
I— doesn't it seem logical that the re- 
i sources to meet the material needs 
! of a community should be studied 
j and adopted by a trained worker 
I also? 

] To the churches of Bryn Mawr it 

; dirt seem logical, and so they formed 

i the Federation of Churches of the 

1 Main Line to which any church is 

1 cordially welcomed. Miss Scott, its 

secretary, with her assistant, has her 

office in Bryn Mawr, and is ready and 

glad to co-operate with every church 

or charitable organization as far up 

the line as Wayne, where the Wayne 

Neighborhood League takes up the 

same sort of work. 

Last week some friendly people in 
Narberth sent Xmas baskets to some 
of the families whom Miss Scott may 
know and afterward were surprised 
to learn that in some of the homes 
more than one basket found its way. 
Now everyone of those baskets was 
needed somewhere, but how can we, 
as separate churches or individuals, 
know where? The Federation office 
in Bryn Mawr is more than a mere 
charity office; it is a registry office 
for this whole community. People 
who want work ask Miss Scott about 
it, people who want workers ask Miss 
Scott, people who need medical care 
and can't afford to pay for it, doctors 
who are glad to give their services, 
the Main Line visiting nurses, minis- 
ters, trades people, all "ask Miss 
Scott." And if somebody asks you 
for help or you want to help some- 
one who hasn't asked, you "ask Miss 
Scott," too.
